A child with a chronic runny nose

In children the Eustachlan tube Is 
short and more open than in adults. 
If the child feels his ears by ordinary 
nasal blow ing, he should he taught to 
hold the handkerchief loosely below 
the noso and blow Into It that way. 
If n. gummy nasal secretion is pres- 
ent, every means must be taken to 
loosen up tho discharge before the 
child Is allowed to blow his nose at 
all.
